It is not a new story tha t America 
is misunderstood a nd disliked in some 
pa rts of the globe. But it is a lwa y s 
somewha t dishea rtening to lea rn to 
wha t limits these a ttitudes go in cer­ 
ta in countries. 
Recently the Na tiona l Broa dca sting 
Compa ny presented a filmed telev ision 
progra m ca lled “ As Others See Us," 
dra wing on interv iews with ordina ry 
citizens in ma ny la nds a round the 
world. 
Opinions 
a bout 
America , 
often 
strikingly nega tiv e, ra nged a ll ov er the 
lot. 
Most a stonishing were those in 
India . 
Though India is notorious for hos­ 
tile a ttitudes towa rd America , few ca n 
fa il to be shocked a t the ex tremes of 
v iew’s rev ea led. 
According to NBC reporter J oe 
Micha els, ma ny India ns a re firmly con­ 
v inced tha t the widesprea d outbrea ks 
of so-ca lled Asia tic influenza a re the 
result of America n H-bomb ex peri­ 
ments. 
Such a distortion obv iously is the 
work of the Communist propa ga ndists 
in Asia . To us it is utterly fa nta stic. 
But we ca nnot la ugh off the fa ct tha t 
ma ny people a ccept the story a s true. 
Na tura lly such belief reflects ignor­ 
a nce— both erf the scientific a spect of 


;he H-bomb ex periments a nd of Amer­ 
ica n a ttitudes. But, unha ppily , it a lso 
shows a fa r too grea t rea diness on the 
pa rt of the India ns to believ e the worst 
of the United Sta tes. 


We ca n nev er be compla cent a bout 
such disfa v or. It is well for us to be 
consta ntly re-ex a mining not only our 
policies but our officia l a nd genera l 
beha v ior towa rd the countries we dea l 
with. 


But in India ’s ca se there Is rea son 
to believ e tha t the officia l a ttitudes 
outspokenly ex pressed by Prime Minis­ 
ter Nehru, Krishna Menon a nd other 
lea ders ha v e tended to foster intense 
dislike erf us ra ther tha n to encoura ge 
rpa l understa nding of this country . 
For a ll its shortcomings. America 
is not the ev il pla ce ma ny India ns ma ke 
it out to be. On the contra ry , it is still 
the world’s grea test cita del of free­ 
dom, with v a st ma teria l a nd spiritua l 
a ccomplishment to show the world a s 
the fruits of tha t liberty . 
It is not cmly our job but the ta sk 
of responsible India n lea ders a s well 
to see tha t the citizens of tha t populous 
country ga in a true portra it of the na ­ 
tion which, more tha n a ny other, dem­ 
onstra tes the promise a nd the fulfill­ 
ment of freedom.
